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The Power of Prevailing Prayer

The question has been asked, Why is 
prayer not answered more definitely and 
more powerfully and why do not believ- 
ers enter more into the full exercise of 


the spirit of prayer? Many answers might 


be suggested which would serve to help 
answer the question. 


In the first place the Word of God: 


shows that prevailing prayer, prayer that 
obtains and receives an answer, is a 
mighty stirring experience in the soul of 
the intercessor. So it might be that 
prayer is too superficial, too formal, too 
much in the letter, too much “mind 
work” instead of heart cry! is why the 
answer is not forthcoming. It may be the 
depths of the soul is not wholly yielded 
to do God’s will; all things in God’s 
will is holiness. Prayer is a soul cry, a 
heart language, and a spirit groan! From 
the innermost being conditions are dealt 
with before God! God’s power is inward- 
ly manifested by virtue of Calvary. We 
are crucified with Christ, Gal. 2:20. 
Aside from this, prayer is feeble and 
shows the soul is in a state of being over- 
come and defeated. The soul may suffer 
with Him, but shall also reign with Him, 
2 Tim. 2:12. Not only an overcomer 
when Christ shall appear in power to 
reign, but even now you may reign with 
Him in grace over evil forces! Prayer is 
a determined resistence in the power of 
the Holy Spirit against unseen evil spirit 


force which rises up to defeat God’s pur- 
pose. At such times we are exhorted to 
put on the whole armor of God, and 
pray, and wrestle, and resist to the death 
line! 


Satan is not playing with us. He is 
fighting hard to defeat us and make us 
short of the glory of God! No pure soul 
loves a conflict. Jesus did not. But the 
Holy Ghost led Him to meet Satan in 
the desert. He won by the Word of God. 
He kept this battle line of prayer strong 
against Satan and his allies in all His 
mighty ministry, through Gethsemane, 
the judgment hall and at Calvary where 
He smote the “Prince of this world,” 
John 16:11. 

His defence was prayer, and His de- 
pendence was God and His Word! “Of 
the people, there was none with me.” “I 
looked, and there was none to help.” He 
trod the winepress alone, Isa. 63:3, His 
every move and prayer was for us! He 
sent the Holy Ghost that we might have 
like soul intercession, holding the battle 
lines victoriously against the enemy in 
His name. This is the ministry of the 
Church and ministers. Every saint is 
called to intercession. It is to continue 
to the end! “Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall come 
to pass and stand before the Son of man,” 
Luke 21:34-36.

The Man of Sin 


**Let no man deceive you by any means: 
for that day shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first, and that man 
of sin be revealed, the son of perdition; 
who opposeth and exalteth himself above 
all that is called God, or that is wor- 
shipped; so that he as God sitteth in the 
temple of God, shewing himself that he 
is God. Remember ye not, that, when I 
was yet with you, I told you these things? 
And now ye know what withholdeth that 
he might be revealed in his time. For the 
mystery of iniquity doth already work: 
only he who now letteth will let, until 
he be taken out of the way. And then 
shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the 
Lord shall consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the bright- 
ness of his coming.” 2 Thess. 2:3-8. 

In Paul’s letter to the church at Thes- 
salonica he gives the description of the 
man of sin and tells what will happen just 
before he comes. He says there will first 
be a falling away. As much as we hate 
to admit it, we have to admit that there 
certainly is a falling away. People are be- 
coming careless and are substituting rit- 
ualism and entertainment for the power 
of God. It is only the working power of 
God among the people, and especially the 
Church of God, that is causing this reve- 
lation, and as I have said in previous is- 
sues, the Church or raptured saints will 
be taken away before the man of sin 
comes on the scene. The removal of that 
which restrains lawlessness is the work- 
ing power of God through His saints, and 
when they are removed, or all who are 
ready, the spirit of evil will take charge 
of this world through the man of sin. 

This man of sin is fully described in 
the seventh chapter of Daniel. Daniel’s 
dream is fully made known. The four 


beasts that he saw in his dream are the 
four kings that took charge of the king- 
dom after the great ruler died. It is said 
that he died drunk, and four of his gen- 


erals divided his kingdom. Finally they 
had a conflict and war was continued 
among them until one overcame the oth- 
er three. It is said that the little horn 
with the man’s head represents Antiochus 
Epiphanes who existed 175 B. C. This 
little horn terribly persecuted the Jews. 
It is said that he killed 40,000 and ban- 
ished 40,000. Finally on his return from 
Egypt he died in his chariot. It is said 
that this awful personage tried to force 
the priests to offer a hog in sacrifice to 
God on the sacred altar and when he 
could not compel them to do that he took 
a corps of his officers and went into the 
temple and offered the hog on the altar 
himself. Antiochus is a remarkable type 
of the beast. According to the Scriptures 
this man of sin has lived one time and 
will live again. 

“And when they shall have finished 
their testimony, the beast that ascendeth 
out of the bottomless pit shall make war 
against them, and shall overcome them, 
and kill them.” Rev. 11:7. 


We are sure that this is the same per- 
son that persecuted the Jews and denied 
the existence of God and he is confined 
in the bottomless pit, but he will come 
out at the proper time and we feel that 
it is the same person spoken of in Rev. 
17:8, “The beast that thou sawest was, 
and is not; and shall ascend out of the 
bottomless pit, and go into perdition: and 
they that dwell on the earth shall won- 
der, whose names were not written in the 
book of life from the foundation of the 
world, when they behold the beast that 
was, and is not, and yet is.” 

This man of sin will have charge of 
the last Gentile form of world power 
and when he comes he will appear full 
grown. The whole world will be looking 
for a man of this kind. He will solve the 
financial problems of the world and will 
cause craft to prosper in his hands. Dan. 
8:23-25. At the time of his existence 
in the Roman Empire, he was wounded 
to death and at the time of his return 
his deadly wound will be healed, that is, 
the form of government that he advo- 
cated will be revised. This, no doubt, was 
the fascist movement and possibly Italy 
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was the country that practiced it. It is 
said that Mussolini is making great 
strides in his work and he has for his 
emblem the ax and bundle of sticks, and 
this was the emblem that the seventh 
ruler had when he received the deadly 
wound and the recovery of his govern- 
ment is what is referred to when it says 
his deadly wound was healed. But, Mus- 
solini is only a forerunner of Antichrist. 


“And I beheld another beast coming 
up out of the earth; and he had two 
horns like a lamb, and he spake as a dra- 
gon. And he exerciseth all the power of 
the first beast before him, and causeth 
the earth and them which dwell therein 
to worship’ the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed. And he doeth great 
wonders, so that he maketh fire come 
down from heaven on the earth in the 
sight of men, and deceiveth them that 
dwell on the earth by the means of those 
miracles which he had power to do in 
the sight of the beast; saying to them 
that dwell on the earth, that they should 
make an image to the beast, which had 
the wound by a sword, and did live. And 
he had power to give life unto the image 
of the beast, that the image of the beast 
should both speak, and cause that as 
many as would not worship the image of 
the beast should be killed. And he caus- 
eth all, both small and great, rich and 
poor, free and bond, to receive a mark 
in their right hand, or in their fore- 
heads: and that no man might buy or 
sell, save he that had the mark, or the 
name of the beast, or the number of his 
name. Here is wisdom. Let him that hath 
understanding count the number of the 
beast: for it is the number of a man; 
and his number is Six hundred three score 
and six,” Rev. 12:11-18. 


Doubtless the scriptures just quoted 
has direct reference to the false prophet. 
It is thought by many that this false 
prophet will also be a resurrected being. 
No doubt he will wear priestly robes and 
look very pious and perform miracles, 
and will have power to deceive many 
people. He, like Antichrist, will be moved 
upon by Satan and will speak as a dragon. 
He will exercise all the power of the first 
beast, Antichrist, because he is wholly 
prompted by Satan. He will cause the in- 
habitants to worship Antichrist whose 
deadly wound will be healed. He will per- 
form his great miracles in the presence 
of Antichrist. He will be able to call 
fire down from heaven. He will make the 
image that they have made of the beast 
and placed in the temple, walk and talk, 
and many who have been taking a stand 
against Antichrist will be deceived. They 
will feel that these miracles are of divine 
origin, but Satan with his power will help 
them to perform these miracles. 

At this time in the tribulation week 
there will be a mark placed on all the

Our Bodies Belong to God 

“What? Know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify God. in 
your body, and in your spirit, which are 
God’s,” 1 Cor. 6:19, 20. The Christian’s 
body belongs to God. It is His to occupy 
and use as He may choose. 

The body is called: 

“Our earthly house,” 2 Cor. 5:1. 

“This tabernacle,” 2 Pet. 1:13. 

“House of clay,” Job 4:19. 

“House of my pilgrimage,” Psa. 119: 
54. 
“Temple of God,” 1 Cor. 3:16. 

“The temple of the Holy Ghost,” 1 
Cor. 6:19. 

1. Let us notice that every one is com- 
manded to present his body “‘a living sac- 
rifice, holy, acceptable unto God,” and 
this is called our “reasonable service.” 
And then following the transforming and 
“renewing” of the mind, the knowledge 
of God’s “‘good, and acceptable, and per- 
fect, will’ is realized. Rom. 12:1, 2. 
That is the route for those who will to 
be true children of God. 

2. The Lord dwells in our bodies. “He 
that keepeth his commandments dwell- 
eth in him, and he in him,” 1 john 
3:24. He dwells in His high and holy 
place and in the hearts and lives of men 
and women here on earth who obey Him. 

3. Sin must not reign in these “mortal 
bodies,” Rom. 6:12. It is natural for the 
body to perform acts of sin—these are 
to be mortified, Rom. 8:13, or put off, 
Eph. 4:22, that we may live or be saved. 
Sin does not originate in the body, 2 Cor. 
6:18, but in the heart, Prov. 4:23; Mark 
7:21, and yet it “wars against the soul,” 
1 Pet. 2:11, and the body, 1 Cor. 6:18, 
as well, and is the occasion of soul and 
body being cast into hell. 

4. God must be glorified in all of the 
activities of the body. The sinner’s tongue 
may defile the whole body, but the 
Christian by the proper use of his tongue 
may bridle his whole body. James 3:2, 
6. Paul exhorted that men “eat and 
drink,” and “do all to the glory of God,” 
1 Cor. 10:21, and yet it is “‘with the 
heart,” that “man believeth unto right- 
eousness,”” Rom. 10:10. Then salvation is 
described as ‘treasure in earthen vessels,” 
2 Cor. 4:7, “where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound,” Rom. 5:20. 

§. God sets a great value on the bodies 
of His saints, Luke 12:23, and wills: 

That they be preserved blameless until 
Jesus comes, 1 Thess. 5:23.

That they be healed of sickness, Matt. 
10:8, Acts 5:15, 16; James 5:15, 16. 

That they be under subjection—that is 
to Him and His will, 1 Cor. 9:27. 

That they be crucified with Christ— 
in order to show forth His life, 2 Cor. 
4:10. 

That Christ be magnified 
Phil. 1:20. 

6. The bodies of the saints are to be 
fashioned like the glorified body of Je- 
sus, and appear with Him at His coming 
in power and glory. Phil. 3:21; Col. 3:4;

Discerning the Voice of the Lord 


It is said that in his earlier experiments 
with wireless telegraphy Marconi discov- 
ered that a message intended for a cer- 
tain point might be intercepted and thus 
reach a wrong destination. He found that 
there was nothing to prevent several re- 
ceivers at different points from taking 
a message from a given transmitter. In 
times of war this would lead to embar- 
rassment, as an enemy might receive pri- 
vate dispatches and thus get possession of 
state secrets. To overcome this difficulty 
Marconi tuned to each other a transmit- 
ter and a receiver. In this way no other 
receiver could take a given message. This 
invention can be easily understood by a 
simple experiment. If one stands near a 
piano and strikes a note with his voice, 
he will hear a sympathetic response from 
a certain string in the instrument. If the 
pitch of the voice be altered, a different 
note will be heard. No other string will 
respond except the one in tune with the 
voice. And so it is with the Lord. If we 
would know His voice, get in tune with 
it. Get so in harmony with Him in your 
heart and life that nothing in you will 
respond to Satan, or anything which is 
evil. When we hear the voice of the ene- 
my it sounds as a jar and discord, warn- 
ing us of the presence of the enemy. An 
eminent saint of God said, ‘‘When the 
devil tries to imitate the Lord’s voice, 
there is always a cackle about it which 
the discerning believer can detect. 


Confession and Forgiveness 


The following selected words set forth 
a truth which needs emphasis in the 
Church of today: “Personal forgiveness 
requires a personal confession of sin.” 
This generation has a weak conception 
of sin. Too frequently the thought of sin 
is limited to crime, the breaking of the 
evil law, or to vices, the breaking of the 
moral law. True these are sins, but sin is 
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more than crimes and vices. There are 
wrongs done others by selfishness, disre- 
gard for the rights of others, ruthlessly 
crushing people to reach desired ends, fal- 
sifying to attain coveted positions, the 
loveless acts which have brought suffer- 
ing and heartache to loved ones and 
friends, the deep scars left by unkind 
deeds and hateful words, the covetous 
heart, the lustful eye—what are these? 
Are these not sins? Sin primarily exists in 
our relation to God. Those attitudes and 
rebellions act against God which blight 
the soul and corrupt the nature: Unbe- 
lief, which Jesus suggests, is the essence of 
all sin. Sin, when we are willing to face 
it honestly, appears hideous and exceed- 
ingly sinful. 

How easy it is to talk of the sins of 
others. How difficult to confess our own 
sins. Yet forgiveness is promised only as 
one courageously faces his sins and con- 
fesses. This confession is not a penalty 
God has placed upon sinning, it is a means 
of relief, and there is no permanent relief 
without confession. While it is true that 
one of the most difficult statements to 
make is, “I have sinned,” to confess this 
sincerely brings relief from pent-up feel- 
ings of guilt and the pressure of condem- 
nation. It has been said, ‘Honest con- 
fession is good for the soul.” Happy the 
people who see their faults and sins and 
then have a mind to confess them. 

Sometimes heathen nations put us to 
shame. It is said that in Japan some chil- 
dren were seen looking at indecent film 
pictures in an American magazine on dis- 
play at a newsstand. A person seeing it 
purchased a copy and sent it to the 
Home Office. Two days later in a news- 
paper notice it was banned from all news- 
stands in Japan. But again it was seen 
on a newsstand, and then the whole of 
3,000 copies was banned from the em- 
pire. How careless even Christians are 
in keeping their homes clear of trashy 
literature.

ATLANTA AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


One hundred and two years ago a 
few scattered farm houses were the only 
evidence of the future great Atlanta. 
However, to the trained eye of the en- 
gineer, Stephen H. Long, here was a spot 
designed by nature as a meeting place 
for railroads. Close by the spot, which 
is now historical Five Point, one of the 
most valuable corners in the world, he 
drove a stake, marking the end of the 
rail line he was creating. Around it 
sprang up a trading center known first 
as Terminus, later as Marthasville, and 
finally Atlanta. More and more rail lines 
came through the country connecting 
the East, South and Midwest, creating a 
transportation center, designed to become 
the very heart of the South. 


In 1864 Sherman marched against the 
prosperous little city. A great battle was 
fought and the city was left in smoking 
ruins. Sufficient evidence of the im- 
portance of Atlanta, the fires started 
by Sherman had hardly died out when 


the citizens, driven away by Sherman, be- 
gan to come back. They immediately be- 
gan the tedious task of reconstruction. 

Some years later, Georgia’s great states- 
man, Henry Grady, said, “I want to say 
to General Sherman that from the ashes 
he left us in 1864 we have raised a brave 
and beautiful city; that somehow or oth- 
er we have caught the sunshine in the 
brick and mortar of our homes and have 
built therein NOT ONE ignoble preju- 
dice or memory. 

From a population of 6,000 before the 
war, Atlanta grew to a population of 
22,000 five years later. By 1900 practi- 
cally all of Atlanta’s railroads were com- 
pleted and the city began to be recog- 
nized nationally as the commercial, fi- 
nancial, and industrial capital of the 
South. Up to the present time the his- 
tory of Atlanta has been one of steady 
progress and development. The building 
of fine parks, schools, highways, churches 
and great office and business buildings 


has been an outstanding feature of the 
city’s development, one of its buildings 
being the largest building in the world; 
devoted entirely to office space. Anoth- 
er structure is the largest solid stretch of 
concrete or cement in the world. 

Besides the above there is growth of 
music and art and the constant attend- 
ance to religious activities in all the 
churches, however, Atlanta is a Protes- 
tant city by a very overwhelming major- 
ity and has always been friendly to the 
Holiness and Pentecostal churches. 

In the year 1938 in Chattanooga, Ten- 
nessee, the General Assembly of the 
Church of God appointed a committee; 
namely, R. P. Johnson, T. S. Payne, E. C. 
Clark, S. W. Latimer and E. W. Williams, 
to decide the place for the next meeting 
of this great convention. Propositions and 
invitations came from many cities of 
this great nation, but when all their of- 
fers and advantages were considered, the

Text, James 4:8, “Draw nigh to God, 
and he will draw nigh to you.” We need 
to take stock of our lives all along and 
see if we are as close to God as it is our 
privilege to be.

subjects of Antichrist, and the beast will 
put a death penalty on all who do not 
worship him. They will stop those who 
refuse to take his mark, from buying 
and selling and this will cause great dis- 
tress in the land. Of course all the Chris- 
tians will have to be killed except the 
144,000 Jews. Some teach that this beast 
is a governmental power, but we are sure 
that he is a person and will have charge 
of these governments and will exercise 
his authority. No government has pow- 
er to call fire down from heaven. This 
is the work of a sinful prophet in the 
form of a man. Who could better fill 
this false prophet’s description than Judas 
who betrayed our Lord? and we feel that 
the Scriptures warrant us in believing 
that Judas will be the false prophet.
